Last month I said I would be 
interviewing various local leaders 
for the column and that my first 
“victim” (oops! I mean 
interviewee) was our local MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

Thank you to the local 
businesses that provided me with 
some of the questions addressing 
our local concerns. I know 
Matthew found them very 
challenging, but also interesting, 
which was the idea. 

I think one of the problems we 
have in this country is that people 
feel disengaged from the political 


Q&A: Matthew Hancock MP 


What made you choose the Conservative party? I believe 
in the spirit of enterprise and the free market is the most 
powerful force of prosperity the world has ever seen. If you 
doubt this you should go to China, Brazil, Indonesia or 
India and see how they are engaging in world economy 
and bringing millions of people out of poverty. Also, as a 
result of my personal upbringing I developed a drive and 
desire to support people who want to get on in life. I also 
believe in having support systems for the less fortunate 
members of society; these are deeply Conservative 
instincts. 

Does being a close friend of George Osbourne, the 
Chancellor, influence the economic policy? I used to 
work for the Chancellor but I am now a backbencher with 
an independent voice. I am a passionate supporter of the 
need to deal with our debts, and the need for us as a 
Government to continue to face up to the situation we 
inherited from the previous Government. This will avoid our 
children and grandchildren having to deal with debt 
problems they had no responsibility for. 

What do you think is the Coalition’s greatest 
achievement so far? It has to be sticking to the essential 
economic policy. Indeed, the most interesting thing about 
the dynamics of the Coalition is that there has not been an 
inch of ‘wobble’ from the Liberal Democrats, of the need to 
reduce the deficit. This was the foundation and continues 
to be the strength of the Coalition. Both parties need to be 
commended that despite media flack they have not 
deflected from their focus. The central proposition is that 
we must deal with our debts and this is something I 
strongly support. 

What are the prospects for Haverhill, and how can you 
as our local MR have a positive impact on them? I see 

my job in Haverhill as bringing people together and 
breaking down the roadblocks to progress and getting 
things done. As an MP I have very few formal powers but 
what I can do is make sure the right people are in the 
room at the right time and discuss changes that are 
needed for the future. I think, for instance, that 
bringing Haverhill together as a pilot for a national 
scheme which brings the money under one roof 
instead of being spent by several bureaucracies 
would be a great opportunity. We need to do 
much more on the High Street; the town 
council, the borough council, the county 
council, landlords and retailers need to come 
together to make progress for the future. In 
terms of the development of Haverhill, the 
improvement of job opportunities with the 
Research Park and the extra housing that 
will go with it. My job is to represent people’s 
views to the council which is in charge of that. 

Also, to try and bring people together to ensure 
it happens and keep pushing. I see my job as 




holding people's feet to the fire. 

There are a lot of empty premises in local High Streets, 
including Haverhill - what can you do to address this? 

The problem of empty shops is important. There have 
been a couple of attempts to do something about the High 
Street but they have been too narrowly focused. Turning 
round the High Street is a big project that needs a vision for 
the whole of the centre of Haverhill, around how the High 
Street links up with the supermarkets and the development, 
how we get more high-end shops in and nationally- 
recognised retailers. 

Why are fuel prices higher in Haverhill than anywhere 
else in Suffolk? I am highly aware of this issue. I have 
conducted a survey and found they are significantly higher 
than in nearby towns. One reason that has been put 
forward is because we don’t have a dual carriageway 
coming to Haverhill. It is further off the trunk road network 
for fuel to get here but that cannot possibly explain the 10 
pence per litre price difference between 
here and Bury St Edmunds. I 
have written to the Office of Fair 
Trading about it but I did not get 
’ a very enthusiastic response 
so I have taken it up again. I 
do not see why, if there is true 
I competition, the four petrol 
] stations in Haverhill are always 
I j the same prices! 

And finally Matthew, what are 
your personal political 
ambitions? 

To serve the people of Haverhill 
and West Suffolk.

process. People feel politicians 
seem to not understand the 
problems that the general public 
face, whether that be in their 
personal or their business lives. 
Our elected representatives need 
to work harder to reverse this 
situation but it is also up to us to 
engage with them to ensure they 
are constantly aware of the 
realities of our situation. 

I would, therefore, like to thank 
Matthew for putting himself in 
the hot seat for more than two 
hours as I grilled him. He came 
across as genuinely concerned 
about the difficulties faced by 


business. He was prepared to 
listen to the concerns that we 
raised and I felt he gave the 
questions due consideration. It 
will be interesting to see if our 
readers feel the same. 

I personally feel there is still a 
lack of understanding at the heart 
of Government with regard to the 
difficulties we, the business 
community, face when dealing 
with red tape, bureaucracy, 
planning, health and safety and 
employment legislation. Matthew 
did try to address some of these 
issues and, make no mistake, I 
will continue to voice your 


concerns to him with regard to 
these matters. I know how 
important it is the “shackles” are 
loosened to enable businesses to 
prosper and grow as this is the 
only way the country will emerge 
from the grip of recession. 

I hope you will find the 
interview of interest and I 
welcome any feedback.

WHEN John Archer was born, 
the skies were dominated by 
dirigibles, not DC-9s; Bleriot 
had just bumbled across the 
Channel in his monoplane, and 
the jet engine wasn’t even a 
twinkle in Frank Whittle’s eye. 

And Cambridge Airport, where he 
took to the air last Wednesday, didn’t 
exist. 

In the century that has since elapsed, 
when Jumbo jets and Airbuses have 
roared on the scene, Mr Archer has 
mostly kept his feet firmly on terra 
firma. He has been up in one or two 
small aircraft, but he has never been 
aboard an airliner - or flown abroad. 

But yesterday, as a present for his 
100th birthday, the former forestry 
worker got the chance of a bird’s eye 
view of one of his favourite cities, 
Cambridge, and the village where he 
has spent most of his life, Thurlow, near 
Haverhill. 

Terry Holloway, deputy chairman of 
Cambridge Airport, strapped him in to 
the passenger seat of a 
Cambridge Aero Club Cessna 
172 and took him up for a spin. 

Mr Holloway said: “Marshall 
of Cambridge entered aviation 
in 1929, when we began 
teaching people to fly from 
our first airfield on the edge 
of Cambridge. John was just 
17 years old at the time. 

Although our Aero Club 
does not have any 
definitive records, we’re 
quite certain that John is 
the oldest person ever to 
fly in one of our 
aeroplanes.” 

John, who will become 
a centenarian on June 
16, is linked to the 
airport by his grandson, 

Andrew Ketteringham, 
who works for Marshall 
Aerospace as an aircraft fitter. 

John said: “I was born in Chiswick 
and my family moved up to this part of

Knife-threat man 
Is sent to prison 


A HOMELESS man who 
went to another man’s flat 
and threatened him with 
a craft knife blade has 
been jailed for five 
months. 

Robert Boreham, 20, of no 
fixed address - he gave a postal 
address of Ufford Court, 
Haverhill - appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ Court. 

He admitted charges of having 
a bladed article with him in a 
public place and using threat¬ 
ening behaviour in Clare. 

District Judge Celia Dawson 
said although she gave him 
credit for his guilty pleas, he had 
gone to the man’s house and 
pulled out a weapon to threaten 
him. 

She sentenced him to five 
months’ imprisonment for 
having the bladed item and four

months for threatening 
behaviour, to be served 
concurrently, with half of the 
sentence to be served in prison 
and the remainder in the 
community. 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, 
said there had been a history of 
bad feeling between Boreham 
and Ryan Grimley, the man he 
visited in Clare, who had also 
been charged with the same 
offence. 

After Boreham went into the 
flat with the blade, Grimley 
produced a meat cleaver and a 
garden scythe, as the disagree¬ 
ment spilled out on to the street. 

Boreham had seven previous 
convictions for 11 offences, the 
last in September 2011 for 


production of cannabis. 

Nick Wray, for Boreham, said 
his client kept the blade in his 
pocket for use in gardening work 
and had not deliberately taken it 
to Clare to threaten Grimley 
with it. 

He had gone to the flat to visit 
another tenant, but accepted 
that he had got involved in an 
altercation in front of other 
people. 

Mr Wray said: “He is here 
today because he cannot give a 
fixed address. He has health 
concerns and his mother had 
had a phone call from the police 
saying that he needs tests for TB. 

“He would welcome some 
intervention from the probation 
service. He lives from hand to 
mouth as he had not signed on 
for benefits, but has kept out of 
trouble for a couple of years.”

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Samm makes up for lost 
time after beating bottle

S LOWLY opening 
her eyes, lids still 
heavy with sleep, 
Samm Veevers felt 
totally disorientated. 
Her head was throb¬ 
bing, her throat was 
dry, and her face was 
lying in a puddle of 
something sticky; 
gradually coming to, 
she realised she was 
flat-out on the 
kitchen floor - lying 
in a pool of her own 
blood. 

“I’d passed out in the 
kitchen and hit my head 
on the way down. I’d been 
unconscious for God 
knows how long; I didn’t 
even know I’d hit my head 
until I came round and 
saw the blood - it turned 
out I had a massive gash 
on my scalp. 

“I regularly collapsed at 
home. On one occasion I 
fell unconscious and 
didn’t come round for two 
weeks: my organs had 
gone into shutdown and 
I’d slipped into a coma. 

“Crazily, I carried on 
drinking regardless. It was 
all about the bottle. I’d 
wake up in the morning 
and just drink whatever 
alcohol was left... I’d 
drink until I ran out of

booze, basically.” 

Before she quit the 
bottle - on September 23, 
2010, a date now etched 
into her memory - Samm 
was drinking upwards of a 
litre of vodka a day, mixed 
with wine, beer, cider- 
whatever she could lay her 
hands on. 

“I was a mess,” admits 
the 45-year-old. “I had a 
serious drinking problem 
for about six years and the 
last two of those were 
spent mostly on the sofa. 

“I’d have these binges 
which went on for about 
10 days at a time. I’d only 
leave the house to get 
alcohol: I became a total 
recluse. 

“My daughter, who was 
15 at the time, brought her 
new boyfriend round to 
meet me and found me 
naked and unconscious, 
body on the sofa and head 
on the floor. 

“I look back and can’t 
believe I put my family 
through that. But at the 
time I couldn’t see the 
bigger picture: I was just 
drinking to blot out die 
pain.” 

To see Samm today, 
after more than 18 
months of sobriety, it’s 
clear the mum-of-three 


has come a very long way. 
Flamboyantly dressed, 
with a flower in her hair, 
she’s vibrant, funny, full of 
confidence and a joy to be 
around: the minute she 
walks into a room, 
everyone smiles. 

Tragically, though she 
now doesn’t touch 
alcohol, Samm is suffering 
severe cirrhosis of the 
liver. “The consultant told 
me that, if I drank, I’d have 
about a year; if I didn’t 
drink, I’d have about five 
years,” explains the 45- 
year-old. 

“I got home, went to see 
my neighbour and said 
‘Does that mean I’m going 
to die?’... I just couldn’t 
process it to begin with. 

“When it did hit me, it 
was a real smack in the 
face: to have come 
through all that and then 
be told ‘You’re going to die 
anyway’ was hard to take. 

“Does it make me 
angry? Yes, I suppose it 
does - angry with myself. 

“But I still feel really 
positive about the future: 
I’m determined to live life 
to the full. I’m concen¬ 
trating on making special 
memories for my kids.” 

Samm explains she has 
decided to tell her story for 
two reasons. “I’m living 
proof that there is life 
beyond the bottle: if one 
single person reads this 


and decides to address 
their own drinking 
problem, I’d be so happy. 

“And I also want to raise 
awareness of Cambridge 
Re-use. It’s an amazing 
charity and, to be quite 
honest, I’m not sure I 
would have stayed off the 
booze without it.” 

Formerly known as 
Cambridge Sofa, the 
organisation takes 
donations of unwanted 
furniture and other 
household goods from the 
general public, then sells 
them on to low-income 
families for bargain prices. 
Based just outside the city 
centre, off Cherry Hinton 
Road, the charity also 
offers volunteering 
opportunities to people 
from all backgrounds, 
from retired professionals 
to the long-term 
unemployed and those 
with mental health and 
learning difficulties. 

“It’s a very special 
organisation,” says Samm. 
“I first came here as a 
customer, then I started to 
volunteer one day a week, 
then two days, then three 
days... It gave me a 
reason to get out of the 
house, and everyone here 
was so nice; they made me 
feel very welcome. I can 
honestly say Cambridge 
Re-use has changed my 
life.”

A REGISTERED charity, Cambridge 
Re-use collects unwanted furniture, 
homeware and appliances and sells it on to 
low-income families at bargain prices. 

The service is open to anyone living on 
benefits, single people whose total income 
is under £16,000 and couples whose 
combined income is below £21,000; to 
register, all you have to do is visit Re-use 
HQ, off Cherry Hinton Road in Cambridge, 
taking proof of income with you. 

The charity - formerly known as Cambridge 
Sofa - also offers valuable volunteering 
opportunities: at present, it has a 30-strong 
team of volunteers. 

Cambridge Re-use is currently in desperate 
need of donations of good quality beds, 
chairs, sofas, dining sets, linens, 
accessories, kitchenware and appliances. 
The team is happy to collect within a 20- 
mile radius of Cambridge city centre. 

On average, 1,100 people make a donation 
each year - with some 1,400 people

Case history 


Paul Fuller was diagnosed as bipolar 20 
years ago. After 15 years spent going in 
and out of hospital, he was put in touch 
with Cambridge Re-use by a care worker. 
Paul, 49, has been a volunteer van driver 
for the charity ever since, and says it 
gives him a sense of purpose 

“I was a full-time driver before I fell ill. But I 
was in and out of hospital for years -1 was 
in there for four, five, six months at a time 
- so I wasn’t able to work. 


“The last time I came out of hospital my 
care worker suggested I come to 
Cambridge Sofa, as it was then, and 
volunteer. 

“Everyone was really friendly and I found I 
really enjoyed the work: no matter how bad 
you’re feeling, if you make a delivery to 
someone and it makes their day, seeing 
them happy makes you feel better. 
Volunteering here gives me something to 
look forward to two or three days a week; 
it gives me a sense of purpose.” 


Samm says she started 
drinking socially but then, 
after losing her father, her 
job and her marriage one 
after the other, began to 
use alcohol as a way of 
blocking out her feelings. 

“It felt like everything 
had fallen apart. The 
drinking started with one 
or two glasses in the 
evening to help me relax 
and get to sleep, then 
escalated from there.” 

Samm and her family 
moved to Cambridge for a 
fresh start. “My husband 
and I had decided to give 
things another go. We 
actually tried a third 
reconciliation after that, 
but I was drinking heavily 
by then - and the drink 
won.” 

Samm’s husband took 
custody of all three of their 
children: Ben, now 21, 
Hannah, 17, and Tim, 15. 
“That was like having my 
arms chopped off. I was 
born to be a mum. I never 
wanted to be a career 
woman: all I’d ever wanted 
was a family.” 

Daughter Hannah 
remained a regular visitor 
throughout her mum’s 
battle with the booze. A 
photo she took - of her 
mother unconscious, an 
empty vodka bottle 
clutched to her chest - 
helped set Samm on the 
road to recovery; it was, she 
admits, ‘horrible’ to see 
herself like that. 

“ft came to a head when 
I got a terrible chest 
infection. I was so poorly I 
couldn’t even leave the 
house to get alcohol. One 
morning I woke up, felt a 
bit better and, for some 
reason, went to Cambridge 
Re-use. 


“I asked to see the 
manager - only to be told 
that he’d died. He went 
home on a Friday night, 
hadn’t been seen for a week 
and then was found dead 
in his flat. That was a real 
epiphany: I thought ‘That 
could have been me - and 
my daughter would have 
been the one to find me’.” 

Samm hasn’t had a drink 
since. Going through 
withdrawal was hellish: “I 
was so weak I had to crawl 
to the toilet. And the 
hallucinations were 
terrifying: I saw aliens; I 
thought people were living 
in my house, that my 
children had been 
abducted...” 

After breaking the 
physical addiction, Samm 
underwent counselling to 
help her deal with her 
emotional issues. She also 
went to the doctor for the 
first time in years. Having 
suffered a bone-wasting 
disease as a child, known as 
Perthes, Samm has been 
left with damaged hips and 
has endured 50 separate 
surgeries over her lifetime. 
She now uses a frame to 
walk and, even then, 
struggles to go far. 

“I’d stopped going to 
hospital appointments 
because I’d stopped 
caring,” says Samm. “ft 
turned out things were 
worse than I realised: I’m 
now on morphine and 
codeine to control the 
pain.” 

Until Samm undergoes 
more surgery and gets her 
medication levels down, 
she is not eligible to join 
the organ donor register for 
a new liver - her only hope 
of surviving the cirrhosis. 
“That’s now my focus: I go 


to every single 
appointment, every single 
blood test, without fail. I’m 
going to do everything I 
can.” 

After Samm gave up 
drinking, Hannah moved 
back in and she now has 
shared custody of Tim. A 
keen baker, she has also set 
up her own novelty cake 
business, Samm’s Edible 
Art ( www.facebook.com/ 
sammsedibleart). 

Hannah recently wrote 
Samm a letter, telling her 
how proud she is of her 
sobriety - and how much 
she loves her. “That made 
me cry,” admits Samm. 

“I’ve had so much support: 
from my kids; from my 
mother-in-law and father- 
in-law, who’ve been 
amazing; from my friends; 
from everyone at 
Cambridge Re-use. My 
advice to anyone is ‘Don’t 
be alone’. The bottle needs 
to be replaced by 
something.” 

“The house is always full 
of kids now, which is how I 
like it,” Samm continues. “I 
want to give them as many 
happy memories as 
possible: I’m taking them 
away to Norfolk in the 
summer, and I’d love to 
take them abroad too, even 
if it’s only for a long 
weekend.” 

“I do have a ‘bucket list’,” 
adds Sam, with a wry smile. 
“I’d like to meet Gordon 
Ramsay -1 love him! - and 
swim with dolphins and fly 
in a hot air balloon... But 
most of all I want to spend 
time with my family; make 
up for lost time. 

“While I was drinking I 
lost myself. But now I’m 
back - and I’m here to stay.”

But nowhere is it more at home 
than in the garden, to be admired 
as a low-growing hedge, fringing 
a herb garden or simply standing 
alone in pots in a contemporary 
setting. 

Lavender hedges used to serve 
as a form of clothes line, as newly 
washed items were placed over 
the bushes to dry, becoming 
impregnated with the scent of 
lavender oil in the process. 

And while the trademark 
colour of lavender is blue, it 
actually comes in many different 
hues, from deep purple to white, 
creating a mood of subtle 
sophistication while adding 
architecture and intense fragrance 
to a garden. 

A native of the Mediterranean, 
the wonderful thing about 
lavender is that it will cope with 
exposed, sunny open positions 
and the healthiest plants are often 
those found growing in the most

inhospitable position. 

It’s happy in not particularly 
fertile soil and will withstand a 
lot of neglect. 

Lavender makes a cheaper and 
some would say prettier 
alternative to box hedging in a 
sunny spot in well-drained soil. 
Don’t allow it to sit in water in 
the shade for any length of time 
or it will sulk. 

It looks great as a low-growing 
hedge fringing front garden paths 
or steps, as visitors brushing 
against its aromatic foliage help 
to release its fragrance. 

It will even do well in a 
window box, attracting 
honeybees seeking out the nectar 
and pollen. 

In garden centres you’re likely 
to come across L. angustifolia, 


otherwise known as common or 
English lavender, which grows to 
around 90cm (3 ft), bearing 
mauve flower spikes. 

Other common varieties 
include ‘Hidcote’, which has dark 
purple flowers and narrow green 
leaves, and ‘Munstead’, a paler 
blue type which is great for 
planting en masse to produce low 
screening. 

There are many other taller 
versions which produce stunning 
displays and are a magnet for 
beneficial insects. The silvery 
foliage also provides much- 
needed winter colour. 

If you have raised areas, as I 
do, it may be worth opting for a 
smaller variety such as Lavandula 
‘Little Lady’ (height and spread 
30cm), which produces masses of 
sky blue flowers all summer. 

Other varieties are more 
tender, such as L pinnata, also 
known as fern leaf lavender, 
which produces strong blue 
flowers with a hint of purple and 
can be treated as a bedding plant, 
planted in the border in late 
spring, which it quickly fills out 
to form a small foliage plant. It 
flowers from early summer until 


autumn and can be discarded 
once the frost kills it. 

Of course, no lavender 
aficionado could be without 
French lavender, L. stoechas, 
with its light purple bracts on the 
tips of the flower spikes, which 
comes into its own slightly 
earlier than common lavender 
and looks brilliant in terracotta 
pots. 

This type, however, will need 
shelter in a cold winter, either 
under a porch or in a cool, light 
room. 

As well as needing sunshine, 
lavender needs good drainage 
and alkaline soil, so add some 
lime if your soil is acid, to raise 
the pH. Mulching around the the 
root system will help maintain 
moisture levels in the soil. 

To keep lavender looking good 
it needs pruning immediately 
after flowering or in early or mid¬ 
spring. Use garden shears to trim 
back the old flowered shoots but 
do not cut into old wood as it will 
not produce new shoots. 

If you don’t prune every year, 
the plant will become woody and 
unsightly and you'll need to 
replace it sooner rather than later.

CAROLINE Maclean will be adding 
to her wealth of Paralympic 
experience in London after being 
selected in Great Britain’s 
wheelchair basketball squad. 

Haverhill-based Maclean 
(pictured) is on a six-month 
sabbatical having swapped 
working at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council for an intense 
training regime. 

She was quietly confident of 
making the cut, and enjoys the 
idea of being the most 
experienced player in the camp 
having been part of the set-up 
since 1995. 

“It’s been really nice 
concentrating on training and 
basketball, rather than the stress 
of work,” said Maclean, who will 
be an Olympic torchbearer in fuly. 

“I do feel fitter and it’s better 
not having to think about 
everything else. 

“I’ve always worked hard - I’ve 
had to to keep up with the 
young girls! 

“My coach has always said they 
look at me as a leader as a lot of 
the girls come to me. 

“It’s nice they feel they can talk 
through their problems with me.” 

However, Maclean missed out 
on a medal at the BT Paralympic 
World Cup in Manchester last 
week, but Sarah Grady, the 
Stretham-based player who has 
also been named in the squad, 
believes they learned valuable 
lessons from tough games against 
Germany, USA and Australia. 




Now the nation’s playing catch-up ... 


MAJOR changes to youth football 
passed by the Football Association’s 
membership will help bring the 
rest of the country up to speed 
with Cambridgeshire. 

The county has been one of the 
leading lights in developing the 
game at a junior level, and many of 
the plans that were ratified by 87 per 
cent of the FA’s shareholders are 
already implemented. 

The major changes which will affect 
the Cambridgeshire Mini Soccer 
League and the Cambridge & District 
Colts League - which feature 
several teams from the Haverhill 
area - will involve five v five being 
the mandatory format for football at 


under-seven and under-eight. 

And the move will also bring in a 
more child-friendly approach to 
competition, breaking up the eight- 
month long adult-based season into 
smaller periods to encourage 
increased learning. 

But the progression to seven v seven 
and nine v nine to allow children to 
play on appropriate-sized pitches 
and goals is already practiced in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The changes, which will be phased 
in for the 2014-15 season, were 
formulated after an extensive two- 
year programme of 138 consultation 
roadshows, including one in 
Cambridgeshire last June. 


Chris Pringle, Cambs FA’s chief 
executive officer, said: “The new 
pathway builds perfectly on work 
already under way in 
Cambridgeshire. 

“Our 9v9 leagues for children aged 
10 to 12 have now completed three 
successful seasons and our Age 
Appropriate & Youth Module 
Coaching courses are increasingly 
popular. We’ve been trailblazing on 
the formats as we’ve had 9v9 up to 
under-12s anyway. 

“We’re quite proud with what we’ve 
achieved so far but we have a long 
way to go. 

“The perception will be the change 
in competition structure, that will be 


the departure from what feels like 
the traditional season. 

“We also welcome the FA’s 
announcement of £1.5 million ring- 
fenced investment to support clubs’ 
purchasing the smaller sized goal 
posts through work with Sport 
England & the Football Foundation. 
“This is a very timely announcement, 
considering that we have a 
fully-subscribed Youth Award Module 
2 course taking place at our 
headquarters right now, and we are 
welcoming Gareth Southgate, the 
FA’s head of elite development, to 
our Kershaw Premier League dinner 
on Friday.”
